
Order TV Stations 
To Produce Tapes 

A court order to produce all 
film tape -and voice recordings 
of attorney Dean A. Andreyra 
Jr. has been directed to the 
news directors of ttoee televi- 
sion stations. 

The order is the latest in a 
series of moves leading up to 
the Aug. 9 trial of Mdiews, 
charged with perjury in Ken- 
nedy assassination investigation 
testimony before the Orleans 
Parish grand jury. 

Ihe order, signed by Crimi- 
nal District Court Judge Ber- 
nard J. Bagert, orders the 
news directors of WWL-TV, 
WDSD-TV and WVUE-TV to 
turn ovK- the material to the 
district attorney’s -office at 10 
ajn. Friday. 

The order was. requested by 
Assistant District Attorney 
James L. Alcock. 

In the application for ihe 
writ, Alcock said that the Sim 
tape and voice recordings were 
necessary in the preparation Of 
the state’s case against An- 
drews. 
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
